The present writer read. the, other 
day of a French satirical comedy in 
which appears a worthy Englishman 
who lacks ‘to a comic degree all gift

Sists almost entirely im saying ‘* How 
do you do?’ in different tones. 
Englishman at his. best is of course

take him for. As good! manners and as 
mich wit are to be found ini England 
as in any other country, no foreigner 
seriously doubts it. . All the same, 
the average Englishman is a little, too 
much of art individualist to make ordi- 
‘nary social life in England as enter- 
taining as it ought to be, . There are 
small circles, we suppose, in every 
country in which social life has been 
trought to perfection, but too, many 


-men and women, here go into com- 


pany for no other reason than to avoid 
being alone or ‘‘alone together.” 
The ordinary middle-class ** party” 
would! no doubt strike’ a Frenchman 
gs dull, and many of the guests might 
seem to him to have nothing to inter 
change but grectings. «The con- 
scientious intention which animates 
the Frenchman of doing his level best 
to make the. entertainment to which 
he is admitted a success’ is conspicu- 
_ous by its absence. Nearly all Eng- 
Hishmen: are shy, many are modest, 
more pretend to be. These. things 
lie, we believe, though of course no 
foreigner will agree “with us, at the 
root of our social deficiencies. So- 
cially we are not frank; our reserve 
forbids us. to be ourselves, A. great 
number of ordinary Englishmen would 
seem to have a whimsical wish. to 
appear in company in any character 
but their own. The whim shows it- 
self in children. A boy will not con- 
fess himself devoted ta books and 
ambitious of scholarship unless eub- 
Mitted toa seasching cross-examina~ 
tion. ‘He would rather appear the 
normal boy who looks upon book- 
‘earning’ as a grind, Or the other 
hand, the sporting boy will hardly ad- 
mit, his: devotion to the game of his 
choice, and will sedulously hide his 
successes in its pursuit. , In the same 
way, when he is grown-up the fortu- 
nate man of the world tends to hide 
his privileged position, to. be silent 
about his advantages.
